N**v<;r in the history of the county 
of Vanderburgh, has there been a 
more novel and interesting exhibition 
than that of the above mentioned 
school which was held yesterday 
afternoon at the High School building 
in presence of the prominent audience, 
among whom were Mayor Dannetteli, 
State Representative Covert, Capt.
